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EDITORIAL 

If  the  saving  is  true  which  attributes  happiness  to  the  nation  "that 
has  no  history."  the  same  may  no  doubt  be  said  of  a  school.  Xo  news, 
in  other  words,  is  good  news — a  thought  which  may  supply  us  with  a 
good  excuse  for  putting  off  mother  or  dad  with  a  post  card,  but  which 
is  poor  comfort  to  the  historian  or  recorder.

An  added  compensation  is  the  fact  that  members 
of  the  First  team  have  had  more  time  to  give  to  much-needed  study  than 
would  have  been  possible  in  a  career  of  conquest. 

We  would  like  to  convey  on  behalf  of  the  whole  school  our  con- 
gratulations to  Mr.  Cowan  on  the  happy  event  of  March  29th.  Mr. 
Cowan  has  endeared  himself  alike  to  masters  and  boys  by  the  cheerful 
and  efficient  devotion  he  has  given  to  the  school  in  all  its  interests.  W  ith 
unanimous  voice  we  all  off'er  him  and  his  bride  our  best  wishes  for 
"health,  happiness  and  prosperity."

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CANADIAN   LITERATURE  OF  TO-DAY 

Before  1900  Canadians  thought  rightly  of  Canada  as  a  poor  country. 
It  was  a  generally  accepted  fact  that  only  a  fool  could  expect  to  gain 
a  living  in  Canada  from  writing,  and  as  a  result  every  young  aspirant 
in  literature  migrated  to  the  United  States. 

Since  1900,  however,  Canada  has  again  become  prosperous,  and 
authors  have  found  it  possible  to  make  good  livings  at  their  trade  in 
Canada.  Canadian  books  began  to  sell  by  thousands,  and  earned  con- 
siderable royalties.  No  longer  need  an  author  pay  exorbitant  prices  to 
some  extortionate  producer  in  order  to  have  his  work  published. 

The  thing  which  distinguished  this  literary  movement  was  the  fact 
that  it  had  no  particular  centre.  People  all  over  Canada  took  part  in 
it.  The  west  produced  as  many  writers  as  the  east,  and  central  Canada 
as  many  as  either. 

Another  feature  was  that  more  prose  was  published  than  ever 
before  in  the  literary  history  of  Canada.  Before  this  not  more  than 
four  novels  had  been  written  that  could  be  called  distinctively  Canadian. 
"The  Ciolden  Dog"  was  almost  the  only  book  in  this  category,  unless 
Major  Richardson's  stories  of  history  were  included.  Now  there  was 
a  great  increase  in  this  form  of  narrative,  depicting  not  only  past  but 
also  present  life  in  Canada. 

Canada  did  not  lose  its  liisloric  ten(lencie>  in  this  literary  awakening. 
The  first  sign  of  this  was  a  series  of  biograjihies.  called  "The  Makers  of 
Canada."  critical,  original,  and  well-written  stories,  such  as  Shortt's 
"Sydenham"  and  D.  C.  Scott's  "Simcoe." 

Under  Prof.  Shortt  and  Dr.  .\rthur  Doughty,  a  hundred  writers 
came  together  and  compiled  a  set  ol  volumes  of  Canadian  history,  under 
tlie  title  of  "Canada  and  its  Provinces."  A  companion  to  it  was  a 
smaller  set  in  thirty-two  volumes,  called  "Chronicles  of   Canada." 

Prof.  Wrong  of  Toronto  L'niversity  produced  a  historical  work, 
entitled  "Review  of  Historical  Publications  Relating  to  Canada,"  which 
is  remarkably  well  written. 

Journalism  also  became  a  very  connnon  medium  of  writers.  In  18*^2 
the  "Queen's  Ouarterly"  was  founded  by  some  men  of  Queen's  University. 
It  is,  however,  not  tndowed,  and  is  dependent  upon  voluntary  con- 
tributions. .Xnotlier  publication  is  "The  University  Magazine."  tounded 
bv  McGill.  Init  run  by  Toronto  and  Dalhousie.  and  paying  its  con- 
tributors. 

The  lirst  Canadian  novelist  to  obtain  recognition,  not  only  in  this 
country  but  in  (ireat  Britain,  was  Ciilbert  Parker,  who  has  since  been 
knighted.     Some  of  his  romances,  such  as  "The  Seats  of  the  Mightv," 
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1896,  dealing  with  early  French  Canadian  history,  were  among  the  '"best 
sellers"  of  their  day.  Sir  Gilbert,  however,  has  long  made  his  home  in 
England,  where  he  obtained  his  title  for  political  services,  and  his  later 
works  cannot  be  fairly  described  as  Canadian. 

In  1897  a  serial,  ''Black  Rock."  was  published  in  a  magazine,  and 
when  it  appeared  in  book  form  it  found  immediate  favour.  Its  author 
was  the  Rev.  C.  \V.  Gordon,  or  '"Ralph  Connor."  "'The  Sky  Pilot" 
was  almost  the  same  in  plot.  "The  Man  from  Glengarry"  and  "Glen- 
garrv  School-days"  are  known  almost  all  over  the  continent,  and  "The 
Prospector'"  is  almost  as  popular. 

Other  works  by  "Ralph  Connor"  are  "The  Doctor."  "Corporal 
Cameron."  "The  Sky  Pilot  in  Xo  Man's  Land."  and  "The  Foreigner." 

Lucy  M.  Montgomery  won  her  fame  in  the  east,  while  teaching 
school  in  Prince  Edward  Island.  In  1908  she  published  her  first  work, 
"Anne  of  Green  Gables."  In  1919  a  sequel  appeared,  "Anne  of  Avonlea," 
followed  in  quick  succession  by  others.  She  also  wrote  a  volume  of 
verse,  "The  \\'atchman  and  Other  Poems." 

Contemporary  with  the  success  of  Ralph  Connor  and  L.  M.  Mont- 
gomery is  that  of  Robert  W.  Service  in  verse.  His  first  book,  "Songs 
of  a  Sourdough."  was  issued  in  1907,  followed  by  another  of  the  same 
type.  "Ballads  of  a  Cheechako."  "The  Trail  of  "98"  has  also  rough 
western  life  for  its  topic. 

In  1913  a  volume  of  poetry,  "The  Drift  of  Pinions,"  was 
published  by  Marjory  Pickthall.  She  also  wrote  one  or  two  novels,  but 
it  cannot  be  denied  that  her  real  talent  lay  in  verse. 

Another  author  whom  I  will  list  as  Canadian  on  account  of  his 
birth  is  Arthur  Stringer.  He  was  born  in  Southern  Ontario,  but  early- 
in  his  career  moved  to  Xew  York.  His  best  known  works  are  "The 
Prairie  Wife,"  ""The  Prairie  Mother,"  etc..  but  he  also  wrote  some  very 
good  stories  of  the  Xew  York  underworld,  such  as  "The  \\ire  Tappers" 
and  others. 

With  the  work  of  our  more  recent  Canadian  poets,  such  as  D.  C. 
Sci)tt,  Wilfred  Campbell,  Wilson  Macdonald  and  others,  I  am  not 
sufficientlv  familiar  to  write,  but  mention  should  be  made  of  the  fact 
that  a  distinguished  Canadian  soldier.  Col.  John  McCrae.  wrote 
what  is  probablv  the  finest  poem  in  English  inspired  by  the  Great  War. 
"Flanders  Fields." 

One  of  the  greatest  obstacles  to  the  progress  of  a  distinctive 
Canadian  literature  is  the  fact  that  most  Canadian  books  are  first 
published  in  the  United  States.  Some  Toronto  and  Ottawa  publishers, 
however,  have  made  a  good  beginnnig  toward  remedying  this  state  of 
affairs,  and  we  hope  tlieir  efforts  will  meet  with  increasing  success.

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A  typical  northwoods  winter  night.  Xot  a  sound  disturbed  the 
awesome  silence  which  seemed  to  stretch  on  and  on  into  infinite  space. 
A  cold  moon  rose  from  behind  the  high  eastern  ridge,  ascended  to  her 
throne  in  the  deep  blue  vaulted  heavens  and  then  gazed  down  on  the 
frozen  world.  She  shone  forth  on  the  ice  and  snow-covered  rocks  and 
forest,  covering  all  with  a  silver  sheen.  Here  and  there  a  dark  patch 
on  the  surface  of  the  little  lake  indicated  thin  ice,  showing  grey  instead 
of  white  under  the  lunar  glare.  To  the  east,  row  upon  row  of  pines, 
silvery  and  black  under  the  starry  sky,  appeared  as  the  spear  tops  of 
an  advancing  army.  At  the  south  end  the  bulrushes  and  reeds  of  the 
swamp  protruded  through  the  ice,  now  brown  instead  of  green,  except 
where  the  snow,  fallen  into  the  grooves  of  the  frozen  stalks  and  fuzzy 
tips,  turned  them  into  knife  blades  flashing  under  the  moon's  disc.  Up 
at  the  north  of  the  lake  on  a  high  wind-swept  granite  ridge  a  row  of 
blackened  stakes  stood  like  sentinels,  once  part  of  a  forest,  now  only  its 
forlorn  memorial. 

Far  away  a  sound  broke  the  stillness,  a  mournful  howl,  starting  low 
down  and  ending  in  a  high  piercing  note — a  wolf  calling  to  his  brothers 
of  the  pack.  Twice  he  called  without  response ;  evidently  they  were  on 
the  trail.    The  echoes  died  away  and  once  again  silence  reigned  supreme. 

The  blue  fingers  of  the  northern  lights  crept  up  from  somewhere 
behind  the  silent  sentinels  on  the  granite  knoll,  waved,  flickered  and 
faded,  leaving  a  cold  glow  in  the  northern  sky. 

But  even  the  profound  silence  of  the  northern  woods  was  at  last 
broken.  A  wolverine,  hungry  and  daring,  set  out  for  food.  He  waddled 
from  beneath  a  rock  cleft  and  stood,  massive  yet  lithe,  gazing  out  on 
the  frozen  water.  He  was  crafty,  powerful  and  feared  nothing,  not 
even  wolves,  so  that  he  exercised  very  little  caution  as  he  slithered 
rattling  down  the  icy  slope  onto  the  surface  of  the  lake.  The  snow  was 
crisp  and  hard  and  made  a  snap-snap  under  his  wide  paws  as  his  bulky 
body  progressed  rapidly  across  the  lake. 
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The  silence  was  again  pierced  by  wolf  howls,  this  time  shorter,  of 
a  higher  pitch  and  much  closer,  indicating  that  the  lone  wolf  was  travel- 
ling Lt  a  good  pace  and  joining  the  pack.  Several  answering  howls  and 
again  silence,  except  for  the  crunching  sound  made  by  wolverine  on  the 
snow.  He  paused:  yes,  he  heard  the  howls,  but  why  worr>? — he  was 
a  match  for  six  wolves.  To  his  trained  ears  it  had  not  sounded 
like  more  than  this  number. 

The  wolf  pack  combined — just  as  wolverine  had  surmised,  six  in 
number — and  proceeded  to  the  lake.  Pausing  behind  some  snow-covered 
juniper  bushes  they  peered  out  (jn  its  frozen  surface.  The  wolverine, 
a  black  blot  on  the  white  landscape,  was  easily  discerned.  They  knew 
it  was  a  wolverine.  Would  they  attack  ?  Stomach  said  yes. 
instinct  no.  !~>toniacli  won,  and  with  a  wild  howl  otT  they  raced  in 
the  wolverine's  dirc-ction.  their  \elpN  echoin;^  round  and  round  the  rock- 
girded  lake. 

The  carcajou  had  heard  them  coniiiig  long  before  he  saw  them.  ( )n 
a  still  winter  night  sound  carries  far.  especially  to  the  trained  animal 
ear.  He  did  not  hurry,  but  braced  himself  for  attack.  He  could  not 
reach  the  other  side  in  time  anyway.  He  was  experienced,  and  had  had 
many  battles  in  his  six  winters.  One  over-anxious  member  of  the  pack 
arrived  ahead  of  his  brethren.  .\  slip  on  the  ice — he  was  under  the 
wolverine,  his  throat  securely  held  between  strong  jaws:  number  one! 
The  wolverine  licked  his  dri|)ping  jaws  and  waited.  The  others  pulled 
up  about  twenty  feet  awa\ ,  regarding  victim  and  victor.  Their  leader 
wa>  gene  ;  luniger  reminded  them  what  they  had  come  for.  Round  and 
round  thev  went,  looking  for  an  ojiening  for  attack.  Finally  they  nished 
in  a  bcKlv  on  him.  Over  he  weiu  on  his  back,  but  one  more  wolf  went 
down.  Oti  his  back,  belK  up.  the  wolverine  can  tight  best.  Again  they 
attacked,  inflicting  little  damage  on  the  demon  of  the  forest.  They  were 
now  four  to  one.  .\  bold  wolf  attempted  {o  leap  over  the  carcajou. 
but  rgain  the  ice  played  false,  lie  landed  scjuarely  on  the  wolverine 
and  was  i|uicklv  disemboweled.  ( )nly  three  wolves  left,  and  one 
v/olvcrine !  The  wolves  seemed  to  have  lost  their  appetite.  The  sounds 
of  combat  died  away  as  the  wolves  drew  otT  debating  attack  or  retreat. 
The  wolverine  advanced.  It  was  bitterly  cold.  The  blood  freezes  in 
wounds  on  a  night  like  this,  clotting  in  the  long  hair.  They  were  dis- 
heartened, and  not  so  hungry   for  a  wolverine  dinner. 

The  wolves  straightenetl  up  and  flew  across  the  snow.  Soon  they 
had  disappeared  over  the  granite  ridge  like  flying  ghosts  in  the  moon- 
light. The  moon,  still  placid,  gazed  down.  Nothing  disturbed  the  ever- 
lasting silence  except   the   hungry    wolverine    feasting  (mi   the  carcass  of

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TRINIDAD 

The  West  Indies  are  a  chain  of  islands  between  the  coast  of  Florida 
and  the  north-eastern  portion  of  South  America.  The  most  southerly 
of  these  islands  is  Trinidad,  which  is  just  about  10"  north  of  the  equator. 
This  indicates  the  temperature  of  the  island  as  a  high  one.  It  usually 
ranges  between  70°  Fahrenheit,  at  dawn,  to  87°  between  two  and  three 
in  the  afternoon.  There  is  therefore  no  winter,  and  only  two  seasons: 
the  wet  and  the  dry. 

The  size  of  the  island  is  roughly  1,760  square  miles;  it  is  the  fifth 
largest  of  the  West  India  achipelago,  or  the  second  largest  of  the  British 
West  Indies.  It  is  only  .separated  by  the  Gulf  of  Paria  from  X'enezuela, 
and  :t  is  said  that  it  was  once  joined  to  the  mainland. 

The  island,  which  was  inhabited  by  Red  Indians  when  discovered  by 
Christopher  Columbus  on  his  third  voyage  to  the  New  Wc»rld  in  the 
year  14'^8.  was  called  jere.  or  the  Land  of  the  Humming  Bird.  But 
Columbus  bad  uv.uk-  a  proinix.-  tliat  the  first  bit  of  land  that  he  came 
to  would  be  called  after  the  'lioly  Trinity."  Thus  the  island  got  the 
name  of  Trinidad. 

IV'(»j)lc'  ol  practically  ivcry  natit>nalit\  compose  the  population  of 
the  colony,  which  is  now  about  .V)(),(KK).  just  about  half  that  of  the  city 
of  Toronto  to-day.  ( )ne-third  of  this  number  are  Fast  Indian  coolies, 
and  it  is  among  these  jjeople  that  reproentatives  of  the  Canadian  Mission 
have  done,  .ind  are  doing,  >ucb  excelleiU  work. 

These  Indians  used  to  be  brought  to  Trinidad  from  India,  to  work 
on  the  sugar  and  cocoa  plantations,  but  the  Trinidad  (jovernment  did  not 
want  to  overrun  the  island  with  this  race,  so  within  the  past  few  years 
this  immigration  has  l)een  .stopped. 

There  are  also  many  negroes  in  the  colony,  but  tliis.  as  well  as  otlier 
foreign  races,  enjoys  a  very  dilTerent  standing  in  Trinidad  and  in  Canada. 
It  is  true  that  most  i){  them  belong  to  the  labouring  class,  but  there  are 
others  who  hold  very  high  otVices.  These  latter  are  real  gentlemen,  and 
arc  well  respected  by  everybody.  Tlie  best  lawyers  there  are  coloured, 
as  well  as  some  of  the  doctors  and  school  masters;  so  this  might  go  to 
show  that  a  negrt)  is  not  alw.iys  to  be  taken  as  a  kind  of  imbecile,  or  a 
"nigger."  as  many  people  believe. 

There  is  a  story  told  ol  an  .American  tourist  wlu>  once  went  up  to 
a  negro  and  said  in  a  more  or  less  bossy  tone:  "Hey,  there,  what  place 
is  that?"  As  he  did  not  receive  any  answer,  he  went  to  a  white  person 
and  asked  the  reason.  The  latter  had  no  excuse  to  ofYer,  but  expecting 
the  true  e\planatii>n,  went  up  to  the  negro  and  said:  "Good  morning, 
could  \()u  tell  nie  what   that   place  is?""      The  negn^  hesitated  no  longer. 
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but  told  the  man  what  it  was.  The  person  then  turned  to  the  tourist 
and  told  him  to  treat  them  civilly,  and  he  would  be  answered  in  a  civil 
manner. 

The  soil  in  Trinidad  is  remarkably  fertile,  and  as  labour  is  very 
cheap,  agriculture  plays  a  large  part  in  the  welfare  of  the  island.  Such 
things  as  sugar-canes,  which  go  to  produce  not  only  sugar,  but  also  rum 
and  molasses;  cocoa,  cocoanuts,  coffee,  bananas,  oranges,  grapefruit, 
tobacco  and  rubber  are  grown  plentifully  in  the  island. 

The  chief  mineral  is  oil,  which  is  found  very  extensively  in  the 
south  of  the  island,  and  everywhere  can  be  seen  oil  derricks.  This 
island,  without  doubt,  contains  more  mineral  oil,  in  proportion  to  its  size, 
than  any  other  place  in  the  world ;  and  as  it  is  very  pure,  it  cannot  be 
taken  out  of  the  earth  quickly  enough  to  supply  the  demand. 

Another  form  of  this  oil  is  pitch  or  asphalt,  which  is  found  in 
immense  quantities  on  a  lake  of  asphalt,  known  as  the  Pitch  Lake.  This 
lake  is  a  remarkable  one,  for  no  matter  how^  much  pitch  is  taken  out, 
it  will  soon  fill  up  once  more  to  its  original  level.  This  lake  is  a  sight 
in  itself  to  see,  but  many  people  have  gone  to  Trinidad  and  have  come 
back  disappointed,  as  it  is  not  what  they  expected  to  see, — liquid  pitch, 
like  w^ater  on  a  lake.  The  Pitch  Lake  is  just  like  any  ordinary  black 
patch  of  ground,  and  in  most  parts  is  covered  with  earth  and  weeds. 

The  pitch  is  dug  out  and  melted,  and  then  run  into  barrels,  where, 
when  cooled,  it  turns  hard  again,  and  is  thus  shipped  away.  The  lake 
is  owned  by  an  American  company,  so  many  people  might  think  that 
Trinidad  does  not  benefit  by  having  it.  But  any  pitch  that  the  Govern- 
m<'rjt  asks  for,  has  to  be  supplied  free  of  charge,  and  Trinidad  can  there- 
fore boast  of  some  very  excellent  roads,  which  are  easily  the  best  in 
the  West  Indies. 

Canadian  companies  also  take  an  interest  in  the  island,  as  both  the 
Telephone  and  Electric  Companies  are  run  by  Canadian  capital.  But  this 
is  not  all,  as  within  the  last  two  years  the  Canadian  Government  have 
formed  a  trade  agreement  with  the  A\'est  Indies,  and  are  sending  down 
extra  ships  to  those  parts,  so  it  is  hoped  that  the  relationship  between 
the  Dominion  and  these  somewhat  small  and  remote  islands  will  help 
to  benefit  not  only  them,  but  Canada  as  well.

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NEW   YORK   CITY 

The  famous  metropolis  of  North  America,  Xew  York,  presents  an 
awe-inspiring  skyline  when  viewed  from  the  East  River.  It  is  situated 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Hudson,  and  is  for  the  most  part  situated  on  Man- 
hattan Island.  During  the  early  periods  of  American  history,  it  was 
colonized  by  the  Dutch,  who  were  driven  out  by  the  British.  It  was 
occupied  by  them  until  turned  over  to  the  Americans  at  the  close  of 
the  Revolutionary  War. 

Xew  York  is  typical  of  the  cities  of  the  Western  Hemisphere  in 
the  fact  that  all  its  streets  run  at  right  angles  to  each  other.  Except 
in  the  case  of  the  older  thoroughfares,  the  streets  running  east  and  west 
are  numbered,  not  named,  while  those  cutting  them  are  called  avenues, 
and  are  numbered  like  the  streets. 

The  business  section,  which  centres  round  Wall  Street,  is  down- 
town, and  is  probably  one  of  the  best-known  districts  in  the  world.  Here 
one  sees  banks,  insurance  companies,  and  brokers"  offices,  while  thousands 
of  people  of  every  description,  race,  and  colour  surge  through  the  streets 
during  the  rush  hours. 

Xew  York  does  not  possess  many  buildings  or  statues  of  historical 
importance,  but  there  are  a  few  monuments  that  are  quite  worth  seeing. 
Grant's  Tomb  is  very  interesting  to  one  who  knows  American  historv, 
while  no  one  who  visits  the  great  city  should  miss  the  opportunitv  of 
viewing  the  gigantic  Statue  of  Liberty.  It  stands  on  Liberty  Island  and 
may  be  reached  in  a  few  minutes  by  boat. 

Theatres  and  clubs  play  the  leading  part  in  Xew  York  life  after 
eight  o'clock,  and  one  can  spend  a  ver\-  enjoyable  evening  there — at  a 
price.  The  two  finest  motion  picture  theatres  in  X'ew  York  are  the 
Roxy  and  the  Paramount.  The  former,  the  most  marvellous  theatre 
of  its  kind  in  the  world,  is  magnificently  decorated  and  is  of  tremendous 
size.  The  Paramount  is  scarcely  less  wonderful,  but  it  has  not  such 
a  superb  orchestra,  nor  is  it  quite  as  large  as  the  Roxy.  There  are 
several  very  fine  theatres  where  plays  and  musical  comedies  are  shown 
exclusively.  The  Century  is  the  largest,  boasting  three  huge  balconies, 
but,  in  my  opinion,  it  is  not  the  finest.  Florenz  Ziegfeld  owns  three 
theatres,  the  Lyric.  Ziegfeld.  and  the  Xew  Amsterdam,  at  any  one  of 
which  you  are  certain  to  see  a  wonderful  show. 

Madison  Square  Garden,  probably  the  largest  indoor  arena  in  the 
world,  seats  eighteen  thousand  people  and  is  owned  by  Tex  Rickard. 
One  night  it  is  a  hockey  rink,  the  next  a  boxing  arena,  while  a  few 
days  later  it  may  be  the  scene  of  a  convention.  It  is  a  truly  adaptable 
edifice. 
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Visitors  to  New  York  never  seem  to  know  anything  about  its 
churches.  There  are  a  great  many,  but  I  shall  only  refer  to  the  two 
most  notable :  the  Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Divine  and  Trinity  Church. 
The  Cathedral,  the  seat  of  the  Bishop  of  New  York,  is  still  under  con- 
struction, but  part  of  it  is  being  used.  It  has  a  magnificent  choir,  and 
always  attracts  large  congregations.  'Jriiiity  is  the  oldest  house  of 
worship  in  New  York.  It  formerly  owned  all  the  land  from  Wall  Street 
to  the  Battery,  now  valued  at  many  millions  of  dollars.  Situated  in  the 
heart  of  the  business  section,  it  is  huddled  between  buildings  five  times 
its  height.     It  is  renowned  for  its  organist  and  choir. 

The  city  is  famous  for  its  many  fine  sh^ps.  The  largest  department 
stores  in  the  world  are  situated  there,  .\mong  these  are  Macey's.  Wan- 
namaker's  and  Sak's.  Macey's,  at  the  comer  of  Fifth  Avenue  and 
Forty-second  .Street,  occupies  the  first  j)Osition  in  the  eye  of  a  purchaser. 
It  is  well  known  for  its  (juality  and  guarantees  to  lower  its  prices  below 
those  of  any  other  store. 

Transportatioii  is  the  greatest  problem  the  New  Yorkers  have  to 
contend  with  t(j-day.  <  )ne  can  go  by  the  elevated  railroad,  which  is 
very  enjoyable  in  suinimr  hut  rather  dangerous  in  winter:  or  by  the 
subways,  which  turnish  (|uick  transportation  at  a  small  cost.  Travel  on 
a  street  is  very  difficult.  If  one  takes  a  taxi,  one  almost  inevitably  gets 
into  a  traffic  jam.  which  involves  a  great  loss  of  time.  In  the  street  cars 
one  can  reckon  on  travelling  eight  blocks  in  twtntv  minutes. 

New  York  is  an  e.xcellent  place  to  spi-nd  a  week  or  two.  Its  lower- 
ing architecture,  the  lavish  disjjlay  of  wealth,  the  rushing  crowds,  the 
vast  stores,  the  glitter  of  the  night  life,  all  make  a  great  impression  on 
the  visitor;  but  to  one  who  earns  his  living  there,  these  things  are  soon 
taken  as  a  matter  of  course,  and  life  can  no  doubt  be  just  as  humdnnn 
there  as  it  is  to  us  in  Toronto.

We  were  visited  by  several  outsiders  whose 
musical  help  was  invaluable.  Dr.  Boulding  sang  for  us.  and  Mrs.

After  his  speech  he  showed  about  fifty 
lantern-slides  on  the  screen,  completing  a  splendid  lecture  on  a  most 
interesting  subject.

Third  House  produced  some  exceptional 
talent  in  musical  entertainment,  while  Blow  and  Girvan  were  the  chief 
representatives  of  Lpper  School  nuisic.  There  were  some  very  good 
speeches  and  some  very  funny  ones.  The  boys  from  more  distant  places 
such  as  British  Columbia.  Xova  Scotia  and  Trinidad  gave  interest- 
ing speeches  about  their  homes.

OBITUARY 

Inw  \Ki>  MiKKAN  \\  K(»N(..  laU'  senior  tutor  in  History.  Magdalen 
ColKsji'.  (Oxford,  who  died  on  I'ebruary  15th.  entered  St.  Andrew's 
College  as  a  da\-bov  in  1^H^2  at  the  age  of  thirteen:  he  came  to  St. 
Andrew's  from  the   Model   School.     In  .\i>ril   1*H\>  he  went  to  Ridley  as 
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a  boarder,  but  returned  to  St.  Andrew's  in  September  1904,  after  an 
attack  of  scarlet  fever  which  left  him  with  a  weak  heart  and  prevented 
him  from  indulging  in  athletics.  In  spite  of  this  handicap  Murray 
\AVong  played  an  active  part  in  school  life;  the  eldest  son  of  Professor 
George  M.  Wrong  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  the  grandson  of 
the  Hon.  Edward  Blake,  it  was  natural  for  him  to  excel  in  his  studies. 
In  the  third  form  in  1''02  and  1903  he  and  his  friend  \'incent  Massey 
were  at  the  head  of  the  class,  and  this  position  he  would  no  doubt  have 
retained  throughout  his  school  life  had  not  illness  interfered  from  time 
to  time.  He  had  always  to  contend  with  ill-health  and  he  made  a  gallant 
fight.  In  1906  and  7  he  was  on  the  staiT  of  the  Review  and  contributed 
frequently  to  its  columns.  Old  boys  will  remember  the  spirited  debate 
on  the  comparative  merits  of  Science  and  the  Classics  in  which  \\>ong 
and  Massey  supported  the  classics,  and  the  whole  school,  including  the 
staff,  were  temporarily  divided  into  hostile  camps.  The  first  football 
matcli  with  Upper  Canada  College,  after  the  removal  of  St.  Andrew's 
to  Rosedale  in  1905.  will  also  be  recalled:  \\'rong  and  Massey  had 
prepared  a  large  white  flag  with  a  crimson  St.  Andrew's  cross  which 
was  to  serve  as  a  rallying-point  for  the  S.A.C.  supporters.  At  half- 
time  the  enemy  charged  across  the  field  and  a  battle  took  place  for  its 
possession.  It  was  retained  by  St.  Andrew's  and  served  subsequently  as 
a  pattern  for  the  school  flag  which  flies  on  state  occasions.  (There  is 
a  picture  of  this  incident  on  p.  52  of  the  Xmas  Review  1905.)  Wrong 
matriculated  in  1907.  after  one  year  in  the  Upper  Sixth,  with  first  class 
honours  in  Latin  and  History,  second  class  in  English,  and  third  in 
Greek  and  French.  It  is  worth  noting  that  while  he  obtained  first  class 
honours  in  History  at  the  subsequent  University  matriculation  the  future 
senior  tutor  in  History  at  Magdalen  only  succeeded  in  wresting  forty 
marks  in  that  subject  from  his  obdurate  instructor  at  St.  Andrew's  at 
the  midsummer  examination  of  that  year,  a  fact  which  illustrates  the 
fallibility  of  examiners  and  should  serve  as  an  encouragement  to 
discouraged  students. 

.\ffectionately  known  to  his  contemporaries  as  "Thoebe."  Wrong  is 
remembered  at  St.  Andrew's  as  a  boy  of  exceptional  promise,  a  promise 
which  was  abundantly  realised  in  later  life.  With  a  keen  interest  in 
literature  and  an  active  and  critical  mind  he  compelled  a  degree  of 
respect  from  the  rest  of  the  school  that  a  less  gifted  boy.  unable  to 
participate  in  vigorous  games,  would  have  been  unable  to  command. 
The  Review  from  1905  to  1907  contains  many  of  his  contributions; 
such  stanzas  as : 
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''He  writeth  well   who  knoweth  well 
Efjuatiotis  great  and  small ; 
But  the  wise  man  of  Science — why 
lie  knows  and  sets  them  all," 

from  "The  Kiine  of  the  Science  Pupil,"  in  the  manner  of  the  Ancient 
Mariner ;  and 

"The  master's  finger  writes,  and,  having  writ, 
Moves  on,  hut  sometimes  piety  and  wit 
May  lure  the  Principal  to  cancel  half  a  line, 
Or  you,   with  tears,   wash  out  a  word  of  it. 

Soon  when   vtjurself   with  heavy   fo<jt  shall  pass 
Without  the  gate  for  the  last  time  alas ! 

Ah !  pity  thou  the  wretches  yet  to  come ; 

Feel  sorrow  for  each  poor  hut  harmless  ass." 

in  the  metre  of  ( )mar,  arc-  indications  of  literary  ahility  coui)led  with  a 
genuine  school-hoy  spirit.  That  his  companion^  recognised  his  ahility 
io  evident  fnnn  the  following  skit:  "Do  you  like  spending  your  time  in 
detention?  l'u\  Nour  ideas  in  composition  from  Wrong.  Ahsolutely 
novel  ideas.  C'onipo^itioii  in  any  style  desired.  Witty  and  epigrammatic 
ones  slightK    nmrr  expeiiNive  than  scientific." 

At  tlu-  I'niversitN  he  pro\c<l  a  l)ril]iant  student,  and  graduated  third 
in  first  class  honours  in  the  English  and  History  course  (Classics  option). 
He  continued  to  i-xercise  his  gift  for  writing,  and  was  one  of  the  f»»unders 
of  The  .-Irbor.  an  undergraduate  puhlication.  which  eventually  grew 
into  The  I'oriDii.  lt>  l>ages  contain  many  satirical  contrihutit>ns  from 
his  pen  in  prose  and  verse,  including  tw(»  papers  on  "Some  Problems 
of  the  Universit\  of  1  Oronto.  "  .\t  graduation  Wrong  carried  off  the 
"Wyld    Pri/e  in    hjiglish." 

In  I'Ml  he  went  to  ()xford.  and.  eiUering  Halliol.  obtained  first  class 
honours  in  Modern  History  in  PM.v  .\t  the  outbreak  of  the  great  War 
lie  made  ever\  efiort  to  {oin  the  colovus  but  was  rejected  on  account 
of  the  condition  of  liis  luart.  In  l'>14  he  was  elected  to  a  fellowship 
in  Magdalen  and  was  the  lust  Canadian  to  attain  this  honour.  In  1^15 
lie  won  the  "I'.eit  Pri/.e  in  COlonial  History"  with  an  essay  on  "The 
Lovalists  in  the  Anuriean  Revolution."  The  same  year  he  married  Miss 
Rosalind  Sniiih,  daughter  of  .\.  L.  Smith,  former  Master  of  Hallioi. 
This  event  was  made  the  occasion  of  a  neat  epigram  by  the  late  Pro- 
fessor Lefrov,  which  was  turned  into  (ireek  by  Principal  Hutton  of 
Universitv  College, — 
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■'O  first  he  won  a  fellowship, 

And  then  he  won  a  prize, 
And   then   the   lucky   fellow   won   again — 

A  maid  with  laughing  eyes ; 
And  last  of  all  was  best  of  all. 

Bride,  fellowship  and  prize." 

In  1916  Wrong  became  \'ice-Principal  of  the  Manchester  School 
of  Technology,  but  resigned  this  position  in  1919  to  return  to  Magdalen 
as  tutor  in  History.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  Senior  Tutor  and 
Proctor  of  the  University. 

At  Oxford  he  devoted  himself  to  writing;  his  published  books 
include  "Charles  Buller  and  Responsible  Government"  (1926);  "Crime 
Detection"  (1926);  "England  in  the  Eighteenth  Century"  (1927);  he 
was  engaged  on  a  Life  of  Lord  Dorchester  at  his  death.  He  was  a 
strong  advocate  of  the  admission  of  men  from  the  dominions  to  the 
diplomatic  service  and  voiced  his  opinions  on  this  subject  in  a  letter  to 
the  Daily  Xews  in  1923. 

A  record  of  Murray  Wrong's  life  at  St.  Andrew's  would  not  be 
coijiplete  without  allusion  to  his  friendship  with  \'incent  Massey.  Both 
boys  were  near  neighbours  in  Toronto  in  Jarvis  Street,  and  both  entered 
St.  Andrew's  in  the  same  form;  they  were  rivals  in  class  lists;  both 
were  keenly  interested  in  books  and  ideas  ;  they  came  and  went  together, 
debated  together,  wrote  verses  together,  discussed  politics  together;  they 
were  close  and  congenial  friends,  and  their  subsequent  careers  took  both 
of  them  to  Balliol.  The  Hon.  \'incent  Massey  pays  the  following  tribute 
to  his  friend:  '"Those  of  us  who  knew  Murray  Wrong  and  treasured 
the  friendship  of  a  rare  personality  have  suffered  a  tragic  loss.  Canada. 
too,  has  lost  a  true  scholar,  who  represented  her  abroad  with  great 
distinction.  His  books,  produced  often  under  the  handicap  of  ill-health, 
are  not  only  a  tribute  to  his  courage  and  perseverance,  but  will  stand 
as  an  evidence  of  his  fine  abilitv." 

The  immediate  cause  of  his  death  was  an  attack  of  influenza  which 
affected  his  heart,  which  had  been  overstrained  in  the  autunm  when 
crank'ng   his   motor.      He    is    survived   by    his    widow   and    six   children. 

A  correspondent  of  the  London  "Times"  remarks;  "Murrav  Wrong 
remained  throughout  a  Canadian  to  the  core,  a  'young,  light-hearted 
master  of  the  west.'  never  grousing,  never  falling  into  grooves,  resolute 
always  to  make  the  best  of  what  life  had  given  him.     This  old  universitv 
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has  lost  in  him  tlic  hest  that  Canada  could  <iive  her.  .  .  Young  as  he 
was.  his  ciders  talked  of  him  as  a  future  I'resident  of  Magdalen  College. 
Had  years  been  given  him.  he  would  certainly  have  risen  to  that  and 
more.     As  it  is.  he  showed  how  little  of  life  is  measured  bv  its  length."
